Two new apartment buildings 
costing $100,000 will be erected in 
Antioch by Ken Kirchmeyer, local 
contractor, if sewers to his property 
on North ave. can be installed at a 
cost that is not too great. 

Kirchmeyer appeared before the 
Village Board Tuesday evening with 
plans which showed that each unit 
■will have six apartments of five 
rooms each. 

The buildings would be erected 
west of the Antioch Heights subdi- 
vision on West North ave. 

Because North ave. is half in the 
village and half in the township, 
Kirchmeyer would have to pay the 
total cost of the new sewer which 
would hook on at .the Highland ave. 
intersection. The village would pay 
the cost of extending the present 
main 30 feet to the intersection. 
' Should the township area ever be 
annexed, or property owners on the 
north side of the street ever hook on 
to the sewer line they would be ex- 
pected to reimburse Kirchmeyer. 
At $7 a foot the "340 feet to his pro- 
perty appeared too costly to the con- 
tractor. 

Study will be made of the situa- 
tion to bring the cost to an amount 
that would not be prohibitive. 

Kirchmeyer proposed to get an 
easement across a private property 
to make cutting the street unneces- 
sary, but was told that he might 
some day be called upon to pay his 
share on a street-laid sewer.

Indications arc that there will be 
few if any changes in the appoint- 
ive officers. 

Charles Cermak, defeated candi- 
date for board president, attended 
the meeting, congratulated Cun- 
ningham of his successful race, and 
then suggested that the Board ap- 
point a committee to deal with the 
alloting and regulation of Insurance. 

Cermak cited this practice as fol- 
lowed by the school boards and the 
Moose lodge. 

The Board, however, followed the 
usual procedure of advertising for 
bids on supplying the insurance. 

Because the village has but one 
person instead of two permitted to 
tap village mains, Eugene Diemer, 
a contractor, was given permission 
to tap a sewer. He has worked for 
Delaney, who held a permit, but no 
longer has use for rt. Irving Carey 
holds the other permit.

A leaflet issued by Gulf Oil Co. says:

"So next time you nsk the attendant to 'fill it 
up', remember this: "The real price you pay per gal- 
lon — that is the price exclusive of taxes — still repre- 
sents one of the best bargains on your family shop- 
ping list."

A Good Precedent 

A retail association has summed up, in clear and 
simple terms, some of the best-founded objections to 
the proposal that the federal minimum wage laws be 
extended to the larger retail stores of the nation. 
All retailers, along with the various other service 
industries, have been exempt ever since these laws 
came into being. 

First, it is inevitable that t if the laws are now 
applied to one major segment of the retail industry, 
it will be just a matter of time until they are ex- 
tended to all retailers. 

Second, application of the laws to the larger 
stores would require smaller retailers competing for 
the same type of labor to meet the federal rates. 
This is contrary to the sound, long-established cus- 
tom of permitting local conditions to control wages in 
what is an eseentially local industry. 

Third, unemployment would increase for those 
least able to find employment as retailers would be 
forced to tighten up marginal areas of operation. 

Fourth, consumers would find higher prices when 
they went to the stores, and this would add to current 
inflationary pressures. 

AH the evidence supports these contentions. 
They indicate Why past Congress after past Con- 
gress has refused to extend the laws to retailing. 
In doing that, the Congresses established a sound' 
precedent that should be maintained. 

Medicine and Religion 
Eleven years ago all patients at Bellevuc Hospi- 



tal In New York had to be seen by a minister. This 
recognition of the Importance of religion by a hospital 
was then termed unique. 

Today the once-unique has become the common- 
place. Of the 7,000 hospitals In the United States, 
M00 have some religious affiliation and most have 
available the services of ministers of three major 
faiths. 

This change is cited in an article and editorial 
appearing in the Journal of the American Medical 
Association. The point Is that American medicine 
and religion arc in closer accord today than in any 
period in modern times. 

Why should this be so? The editorial suggests 
an answer: That the individual is re-emerging from 
"part of the mass" status which came with mechan- 
ization and specialization of society and, helped by 
the increase in leisure time that has resulted from the 
decline In working time, "wants to know more and 
more about himself and how he relates to alt men 
and all things of all times." 

Whatever the causes, medicine and religion seem 
to be on the threshold of a "unified field theory" of 
faith and health. Clerygymen are developing a 
greater interest In medicine, especially as It applies 
to mental health. In some cases theological students 
are given training In ministering to the sick, while 
medical students arc offered elective courses in re- 
ligion to help them learn about the resources the 
church can offer them in their practice. 

This Is opening up great new frontiers of service 
to mankind. Its implications were well expressed 
by a professor at the Cornell University Medical 
College who said: "Very often we do not know what 
it is that brings about the recovery of a patient. I 
am sure that often it is fnith which is a most 1m 
portant' factor."

A Legal Bottle Ends 

The long legal battle over hydroelectric develop- 
ment of the Hells Canyon reach of the Snake Rover 
has ended. The final act came from the U. S. Su- 
preme Court when it refused to interfere with the 
Federal Power Commission decision authorizing de- 
velopment by a private power company. It thus up- 
held the legality of that decision. 

The Hell's Canyon fight was over a clear-cut 
fundamental issue — whether the federal government 
or taxpaying private enterprise should develop the 
power. The FPC conducted an unusually compre- 
hensive hearing on the arguments of both sides, ex- 
tending over a year of time. Then it approved the 
application of the private power company in ques- 
tion. Subsequently, the socialized power groups 
used every conceivable blockading tactic to get the 
FPC overruled and to prevent private development 
— even though the power is urgently needed in the 
region, and the FPC's inquiry fully developed the 
fact that this is the way to get that power most 
economically and most expeditiously, and without cost 
to the taxpayers. 

Now the socializers and bockadcrs have but one 
hope left — Congressional authorization of the federal 
dam. They will press hard for this. But, according 
to authoritative observers, this is a dim hope. There 
is small chance of Congress taking such an action 
and, even if it did, a Presidential veto would bo likely. 

Actually, if Congress did overrule the FPC and 
approve a federal dam. the next logical action would 
be to abolish the FPC and all other comparable ad- 
ministrative agencies. For Congress would be say- 
ing, in effect, that the decisions of such agencies 
were without validity or standing — and no one could 
put faith in those decisions. 

At any rate, let's hope that taxpaying publicly 
regulated private development at Hells Canyon can 
now go ahead — and that taxpaying voluntary de%-el- 
opment of needed power by private citizens every- 
where else is allowed to do the same thing.

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Nebuchadnezzar 
Might Have Been 
Bit Overrated 

PHILADELPHIA— History may 
have overrated King Nebuchadnez- 
zar of New Babylon. He la general* 
ly regarded as nno of the ancient 
masters of pillage and war—but 
he also knew stalemate, defeat 
and rebellion. 

Nebuchadnezzar may not have 
been as Invincible as we think, 
J. Philip Hyatt suggests in the 
Journal of Biblical Literature. 
Though he was beyond doubt both 
on able general 'and a war-loving 
king, Nebuchadnezzar must have. 
had a harder time of It than schol- 
ars have asaumed. 

Hyatt, professor of Old Testa- 
ment at Vunderbilt University, 
. bases this revised estimate on a 
' newly available set of Babylonian 
records. For years, five cuneiform 
tablets lay In the British Museum, 
receiving little careful study. In 
1958, four of the five were pub- 
lished by J. D. Wiseman. 

The tablets have thrown "a 
great flood of new light" on the 
reign' of King Nebuchadnezzar 
(605-561 B. C.) and the last days 
of Judnh, Hyatt declares. With 
gaps, the tablets cover the peri- 
od 627-555 B. C. 

Ncbuchadnczzar'was once actual- 
ly defeated by tho Egyptians, or 
at least fought to a standstill. In 
601 Nebuchadnezzar took his for- 
ces southward toward Egypt. As 
Hyatt- translates, "The King of 
Egypt mustered his army . . . 
In open battle they indicted great 
destruction upon one another '. . . 
the king of Akkad (Nebuchadnez- 
zar) and his army turned around, 
and went back to Babylon." 



Suggests Treating 
Addicts Medically 

SAN FRANCISCO— Narcotic ad- 
diction should be treated medical- 
ly rather than punltivcly, accord- 
ing to Dr. Karl M. Bowman, pro- 
fessor of psychiatry, emeritus, at 
the University of Califoma Medi- 
cal Center here. ' 

While Illegal selling of narcotics 
should be vigorously prosecuted, 
addiction In itself should be re- 
garded as a medical problem and 
not a crime, Dr. Bowman recently 
told the American Psychopatho- 
loglcal Association. He praised the 
British system of narcotic control, 
under which addicts are encour- 
aged to seek medical treatment, 

and where if their physicians 
deem It necessary, are given pre- 
scriptions for sustaining doses of 
narcotics. 

Opium derivatives and their 
synthetic substitutes do not pro- 
duce criminal behavior, the psy- 
chiatrist said: rather, they quiet 
addict and suppress aggressive 
and sexual impulses. Addicts may, 
however, commit crimes to obtain 
drugs. Such crimes, as well as the 
illicit narcotic trade itself, could 
be largely discouraged by over- 
hauling the narcotic control laws, 
Dr. Bowman believes.. "It now 
seems time," he said, "to turn to 
the medical approach as it is 
being used for alcoholism." 



Code System for 
Doctor's Diagnosis 

CHICAGO— You may think you 
have poison ivy end your doctor 
may even tell you that you do, but 
when he records his diagnosis, he 
will call it "dermatitis venenata." 

What you call "athlete's Foot" 
he'll call "dermatophytosis." And 
his secretary will simply flic it as 
VilMli.*! 

■ This may look like a method for 
confusing the patient and making 
a mystery of something simple, 
but it Isn't. The patient Isn't the 
only one who has been confused 
by terminology; so have the doc- 
tors. Calling athlete's foot "112- 
211" Js one result of years of effort 
to give them a common language. 

It's called the Standard Nomen- 
clature of Disease and Operations, 
now used by more than 85 per cent 
of American hospitals, rnd in wide 
foreign distribution.

The great varieties of tree* on 
tbe North American continent 
astonished our early settlers, ic 
seems. At that time in England they 
had known only 29 different kinds 
of trees; in France only 34; in Ger- 
many only 60, Even today all of 
Europe, not counting Russia, has 
only 85 species of trees. 

But on this continent there are 
more than 1,000. That's because 
this is a big piece o' land with cold 
climate in the North and hot in the . 
South, with mountains, valleys, and 
plains and all kinds of soil. 

However, only about 100 species 
have commercial value; that is, are 
suitable for manufacturing into 
lumber, paper and other products. 
And that, sir, seems like plenty,

with insects attacking your trees, here 
is news that'll sure help. 1936, ic 
seems, was a real milestone in the 
fight against forest pests. 

The Northwest Pest Action Coun- 
cil, a group of people in theforestry 
business who joined to fight the nasty 
little critters, reports that most tree- 
killin' insects were well in check by 
the end of last year. 

Only two insects continued on ram- 
page, says the council: the balsam 
wooly aphid in Washington and 
Oregon and the spruce bud worm in 
Idaho and Montana. 

'Course, there was the usual dam- 
age from the animal world,' specially 
overpopulation of bears, porcupines, 
deer and rabbits. Fact, in some pans, 
"porkies" were reported doing mote 
damage than forest fires.

Health Fallacies 

The gullibility of the public In 
matters of superstitions, particular- 
ly about health, is proved by the 
"old wives talcs" that are still 
handed down by tradition, even 
though the present generation is 
better educated and better In- 
formed, the Educational Committee 
of the Illinois State Medical Society 
observes in Health Talk. 

The advent of a new baby Into a 
family is the basis for many such 
superstitions. The appearance of a 
"birthmark" on the child Is erron- 
eously charged to the parents, 
rather than to a faulty development. 
Even though very few persons have 
bowlegs today, there are those who 
still attribute this characteristic to 
.the fact that the child walked too 
soon, instead of realizing that medi- 
cal science has overcome rickets 
and other conditions which caused 
bowlegs. Teething is said to be a 
cause of infection. This is wrong. 
Teething will cause frctfulness and 
crossness, but Infection Is caused by 
bacteria or a virus. 

According to some persons the 
best way to remove a cinder from 
the eye Is to rub the other eye; 
others think .that blowing the nose 
on the. side concerned will help. If 
a foreign object lodges In the eye, 
It must be removed manually and 
very often with an instrument; 
however, In many Instances the 
tearing of the eye, produced by the 
irritation, will eject the cinder or 
the foreign object. 

One popular fallacy is that grind- 
ing of the teeth while sleeping in- 
dicates the presence of worms. 
Actually this is a nervous habit as- 
sociated. with restlessness. 

The sure and quick stopping of 
nosebleeds has produced many 
popular methods and procedures 
which are false. For example, 
some believe that pressing the upper 
lip, or placing ice on the rieck will 
produce the desired effect. Most 
nosebleeds will stop by themselves, 
but the presence of one indicates 
that something is wrong and should 
be investigated by a physician. 

Many people believe that sleep- 
ing on the left side is damaging to 
the heart Since the ribs, muscles 
and fibrous tissues of the chest pro- 
tect the heart, it is all right to sleep 
In any position you find pleasant. 

And then there are the people 
who believe that certain machines 
and gadgets with various vibrations 
and currents will cure anything 



from Ingrown toenails to cancer and 
rheumatism. The flickering lights 
in varying colors are the yardstick 
for the degree of improvement. 
This misconception Is a tragic one 
for the victims, for it lets disease 
develop Into advanced stages and 
benefits no one but the promoter of 
the scheme. *

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Keep Records of Income 
And Expense. 3 Years, 
Revenue Service Says 

A reminder to Federal 'income 
taxpayers to retain their copies of 
returns filed in the recently closed 
tax filing period was issued today 
by District Director H. Alan Long 
of the Chicago office of the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service. Records of 
Income and expense used In prep- 
aration of the return also should 
be kept, he said.. 

"Tax records must be retained 
lor at least three years from the 
deadline date, April 15," Mr. Long 
said. "There is always the possi- 
bility that a taxpayer may be 
called upon to furnish proof of his 
income and deductions. Keeping 
copies of returns and records will 
help both him and the Revenue 
Service in such cases. 

"Beyond this requirement, tax- 
payers should find that retention of 
their copies of returns will help 
them in filing next year, especially 
if there is no major change in their 
financial status. In addition, the 
Revenue Service urges that all rec- 
ords of 1957 expenditures — can- 
celled checks, receipts, notations of 
contributions, state and local taxes, 
interest payments and other deduc- 
tible items — be retained for refer- 
ence in computing 1957 Federal re- 
turns. 

Mr. Long pointed out that dis- 
trict and local offices of the Jlev- 
enue Service are glad to provide 
information throughout the year, 
preferably by telephone.

Shortage of Strawberries for Mother's Day, 
But Plenty of Other Warm Weather Foods 



Chicago — Convenience in the 
kitchen becomes the keynote as 
Chicago-area consumer buying hab- 
its veer noticeably to quicker, more 
easily prepared foods. 

This change is attributed to 
warmer weather demand and is as 
marked as daylight saving time. 
Homemakers simply want to spend 
more time with their families out- 
of-doors in the extended daylight. 
So they tend toward "convenience" 
meats, such as steaks, and away 
from time-consuming roasts, for ex- 
ample. 

This abrupt shift coupled with 
seasonal growing, shipment and 
carryover factors has the net re- 
sult of stabilizing markets across 
the board. 

The University of Illinois con- 
sumer service weekly value rating 
shows that (1) retailers are making 
price concessions for heavier meat 
items, especially beef chuck roasts, 
to make them more appealing; (2) 
increased volume and variety of 
fresh fruits and vegetables, and (3) 
heavier carryover stocks of canned 
foods to keep prices low and poten- 
tialy lower with the new crop un- 
der way. 

Specific values for the week end- 
ing May 11 include: Beef pot roast 
(slackened demand keeps prices 
down), steaks, fresh pork butt 
roast; large eggs, frying chickens, 
turkey; fresh strawberries, oranges, 
asparagus, frozen orange concen- 
trate (ample fresh supplies versus 
record storage stocks), strawber- 
ries, peas. 



Study Boating Laws 
The Chain of Lakes Resort Own- 
ers Assn. met Tuesday evening and 
installed its new staff of officers 
headed by A. N. (Barney) Shun- 
neson. 

Legislation on boat operation and 
sanitation was discussed and Shun- 
neson was delegated to go to Spring- 
field yesterday to meet with legis- 
latures on the proposed new laws. 



Between 1955 and 1956, U. S.

HEALTH TALK 

Tour Child Grows .Up 

All parents, at one time or an- 
other, have probably felt that the 
rearing of the child through adoles- 
cence is one of the most difficult 
and trying times. Yet this emer- 
gence form childhood into matur- 
ity is one of the moat Interesting of 
all human developments, the Edu- 
cational Committee of the Illinois 
State Medical Society observes in 
Health Talk. . 

Actually the first signs of odoles- 
cence are changes in the altitude 
and behavior of 'the child. What 
wasf formerly a placid, happy and 
tractable child is now a resentful 
human being, showing frequently 
an open hostility to everything once 
cherished and loved. Compliance 
is replaced by opposition; eagerness 
to help and to learn is replaced by 
indifference. Independence^ Is de- 
manded in the matter of dross, dat- 
ing, night out hours, use of cos- 
metics, and nbove nil a release of 
accounting for one's lime and 
friends. 

Unkind parental discipline during 
this stage does one thing only — it 
just helps the parents deeper and 
deeper into the so-called "dog 
house." 

The pattern of adolescent changes 



Is not fixed. The child reverts back 
and forth from the open demand for 
independence to the juvenile need 
of submission, dependence and 
craving for affection. 

Wise is the parent who under- 
stands this vacillation in the child 
and stands by with tolerance, ac- 
ceptance and above all humor. 
Youngsters will be different and 
decisions should be handled on an 
individual basis. The child must be 
protected from his own not infre- 
quent impulses to indiscretions and 
excesses, and efforts made to estab- 
lish a firm ond happy parent-child 
relationship. And with this under- 
standing parents can find this "try- 
ing period" to be n profitable and 
vital one for themselves. 

Many groups have individually 
or collectively evolved specific pro- 
grams for guiding the child through 
adolescence. Educators, the clergy, 
police officials and psychologists 
have all contributed to the perfect 
program, yielding valuable infor- 
mation, but, in many ways, creat- 
ing chaos out of existing confusion. 

Parents ore the key people, for it 
Is they who must acquire a deep 
understanding of the child from in- 
fancy on to take him through his 
adolescent stage. A parent cannot 
allow all of the care to be turned 



over to organized groups, nor can 
he allow the child to rule himself, 
his home nnd his pa™nl5. The 
adolescent must be taught responsi- 
bility. The tendency to let the 
adolescent "take oyer" is tc ► be 
condemned, if the child Is to grow 
to a mature adult. 

Too much Inxily in controlling 
the child's new demand for free- 
dom, too little guidance and under- 
standing, and too little nalura in- 
sistence for respect can create n 
barrier never to be overcome be- 
tween the parent and child, 

On the other hand n clear under- 
standing of the emotional change 
and a well managed program of 
hondling the problems posed by the 
adolescent can result in a happy 
family relationship. This can be 
achieved by the parent too througn 
the cooperation of the schools, re- 
ligious groups and other progressive 
community organizations. Tims in- 
spired, the child will emerge from 
the period of adolescence into a wel 
adjusted adult, emotionally fit and 
ready for life's grown up outlook.

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Ghana Was Named 

i 

For Ancient 
African Empire 

WASHINGTON— Ghana, the 
world's newest nation, takes Its 
• name from a mighty African em- 
pire that flourished for some BOD 
years before Europeans came to 
the Dark Continent. 

Although the new. state Is not 
situated within the ancient borders 
of Ghnna, the tribesmen -of the 
former Gold Coast Colony trace 
their ancestry to Ghanean refugees 
who were driven to the coast by 
9th-ccntury Moslem Invaders. 

Portuguese traders bestowed the 
name Gold Coast on a narrow strip 
of land on the underside of Africa's 
hump Just north of the Equator. 
Later the name was extended to a 
rectangular area stretching some 
330 miles along the coast and 400 
miles into the Interior. Thus the 
' former colony's boundaries em- 
brace the Gold Coast proper as 
well as Ashanti, British Togolond, 
and the Northern Territories. 

Ghana, approximately twice the 
size of the state of Mississippi, has 
a population of 4,500,000; all but 
7,000 arc Africans. Accra, the capl- 
tal, is a European-type city of 130,- 
* . 000 residents. 

Ghona's Prime Minister, Kwamo 
Nkrumah, who was educate In the 
United States and England, has 
worked hard to raise the living 
standards of his countrymen. In 
the past five years alone, the num* 
be A: of schools has tripled. 

However, Ashanti and the North- 
ern Territories,. still In the grip of 
old tribal customs, have resisted 
modernization. Most of Nkrumah's 
political opposition Is centered 
there. The chiefs fcor that a strong 
central government will infringe 
upon their prerogatives. 
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Diseases Caused 
Fewer Deaths in '56 

NEW YORK— All-time low death 
rates were recorded In 1950 for 
tuberculosis, maternity, the child- 
hood disease, suicide, and homi- 
cide, the statisticians of the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company re- 
port on the basis of the experience 
among the company's Industrial 
policyholders. 

In addition, the poliomyelitis 
death rate among these Insured 
dropped to half that for 1955— or 
to only .3 per 100,000. This reduc- 
tion in mortality paralleled the 
drop in the number of cases of the 

disease reported In the general 
population of the United States. 
In 1050 there were 15.400 such 
coses reported In the country, a 
47 per cent decrease from the 29.- 
270 cases in 1955. The immuniza- 
tion program is credited for part 
of this decrease. 

Mortality from all causes among 
industrial policyholders continued 
at the record low level of the two 
preceding years. The death rate 
for all ages combined was 6.2 per 
1,000 In each of the last three 
years, compared with 6,5 in each 
of the three years 1951-53. ■ 



Down-South Folks 
Partial to Catsup 

CHICAGO— Southerners like cat- 
sup more than anyone. 

This bit of miscellany turned up 
in a survey on consumer reactions 
to new twist-off caps for glass- 
packed foods. 

The cap-producers wanted as 
much Information on catsup con- 
sumption habits as it could get so 
it had an Independent marketing 
research service canvass families 
lrom coast to coast. One of the 
questions asked was, "How many 
bottles of catsup do you purchase 
every month?" 

Eighty-one per cent of families 
in the South used at least one bot- 
tle a month. In the East, 78 per 
cent used at least one a month, in 
the central states, 75 per cent, and 
in the Pacific states, 68 per cent. 

Scientists Studying 
Psychology of Yoga 

LOS ANGELES— Is there a third 
"state of mind"— so-called sus- 
pended animation? Can' a human 
being actually shut off a portion of 
his brain, or numb normal cellular 
functions, at will so that he feels 
no pain? 

These are questions Dr. Marion. 
Wcgncr of Los Angeles and Dr. 
B. K. Bogschl, brain wave expert 
from the University of Michigan, 
are seeking to answer In a six- 
month study of the psychology of 
yoga in India, 

Using a 78-pound transistor ma- 
chine especially constructed for 
the project, Dr. Wcnger and Dr. 
Bogschl will do research with the 
Indian mystery men on control of 
the central nervous system and 
Involuntary responses such as 
heart action.

Anesthetic Needs 

■ . ■ . . ... ■• 

CHICAGO,— Hypnosis, not now 
recommended for general use as 
nn anesthetic,] may solve some 1 , 
special anesthetic problems, I ac- 
cording to three Dallas research* 
era who have used it In several 
unusual cases. 

They reported using hypnosis" 
for delivery of a baby when the 
mother was a polio victim, for n 
dental .procedure In a woman sen* 
sltlve to chemical anesthetics, and 
in three other special cases. Thoy 
reported their cases in the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, 

They said they hove been Inves- 
tigating hypnosis for anesthesia 
for three years, and have found It 
useful under these special condi- 
tions: 

1) when a chemical anesthesia 
or depressants may be dangerous 
because of respiratory or heart 
disease; 2) when a patient is sen- 
sitive to regular' chemical agents; 
3) when repeated use of anesthet- 
ics weakens a prticnt who is al- 
ready physically disturbed; 4) 
among patients whose fear gen- 
eral anesthesia is so great It pre- 
sents serious risks; 5) when the 
cooperation of the patient may be 
needed during surgery; and 6) 
when the procedure may be so 
lengthy that the general anesthesia 
may be too weakening. 

Use of hypnosis presented no dif- 
ficulty In the delivery of a preg- 
■ nant woman suffering polio, or in 
several dental procedures, lasting 
about two hours each— in a woman 
who suffered swelling of the face 
and body, hives, and nausea 
from general anesthesia. 
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Bows Were Better 
Than Early Musket 

WASHINGTON — The American 
Revolution might have been fought 
—on the side of the colonics— with 
bows and arrows. > 

They still were better weapons, 
in some respects,' than the avail- 
able muskets of the day— as em- 
phasized by Benjamin Franklin In 
a 1776 letter to Gen. Charles Lee, 
who then was engaged in forti- 
fying the port of New York: 

"These were good weapons, not 
lightly laid aside: Because a man 
may shoot as truly with a bow as 
with a common musket He can 
discharge four arrows In the time 

of charging and discharging one 
bullet. His object Is not taken 
from his view by the smoke of his 
own side. A flight of arrows seen 
coming upon them terrifies and 
disturbs the enemies attention to 
their business. An arro.v striking 
in any part of a man puts him 
hors-du-bombat till it is extracted. 
Bows and arrows are more easily 
provided everywhere than musk- 
ets and ammunition." 

This is cited by Col. Berkeley R. 
Lewis, of the Frankfort Arsenal, 
Philadelphia, In a comprehensive 
treatise on small arms and am- 
munition, especially pk used In the 
United States military service. 



Marble Games Sure 
Sign of True Spring 

WASHINGTON— It hardly seems 
like spring until small fry knuckle 
down to a game of ringer. 

This,' of course, is the traditional 
game , played with marbles. De- 
pending on local jargon, the player 
takes a highly prized shooter, taw, 
glassle, or itoney to knock com- 
mon marbles— commies, mlbs, or 
ducks— from the ring. Knuckles 
must touch the ground. 

Time obscures the origin of 
marbles. Youngsters In. ancient 
Egypt, Greece, and Rome tawed 
just as purposefully as today's 
boys and girls In T shirts and blue 
jeans. The Latin expression rclin- . 
qucre nuccs— in effect,, "putting 
oway childish things"— probably 
refers to a form of' marbles that 
Roman children played with nuts. 
• In years gone by, the small 
spheres of many colors have been 
mode of many substances; marble 
chips (hence the game's name); 
alabaster (alleys); prettily banded 
agate (aggies); puinted and glazed 
clay (clayeys); and colored. glass.

S&aMtom 
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Ancient Worms 
Have Clung to 
Sea Bottom 

WASHINGTON— About 350,000" 
ycars ago shallow sea bottoms 
teemed with "shelled worms." 

Called brochlopods, they were 
perhaps the most abundant ani- 
mals on the planet. The dry land 
probably still was almost devoid 
of life during this Ordovlclan period, 
the second major division of geo- 
logical time since higher animals 
first appeared on earth. 

These "worms"— actually they 
constitute a very distinct phylum 
in zoological classification— have 
persisted to the present 'although 
they nre now greatly reduced In 
numbers and species. 

The brachlopod has two shells 
and attaches itself to some object 
on the sea bottom by a stalk pro- 
truding from a large shell. Through 
the oges the sea bottom mud. with 
the shell remains of these animals, 
was compressed into rock, and In 
geological upheavals this rock has 
been elevated into mountains. The 
shells of the brachiopods thus In- 
corporated into this rock are con- 
spicuous fossils today, and arc of 
considerable value to geologists In 
dating rock sequences. 

In many cases the shells that 
occur in limestone have become 
coated with or replaced by silica. 
When these rocks are placed In 
hydrochloric acid, the lime is eaten 
away but the sillcificd shells re- 
main. Years of highly skilled labor 
would be required to chip out of 
the rock fossils which arc recov- 
ered In a few days from the acid 
bath. 



Car Crash Project 
Seeks Safety Aids 

LOS ANGELES — A new auto- 
mobile crash Injury project, which 
may help save up to *JO,000 lives 
a year, is being initialed at the 
University of California. 

The project, part of the long- 
term collision research of the In- 
stitute of Transportation and Traf- 
fic Engineering, is being supported 
by the Air Research and Develop- 
ment Command. U. S. Air Force. 

Twenty-five automobiles will be 
deliberately crashed in head-on 
barrier-type collisions at speeds 
up to 50 miles an hour. Specially 
designed guide tracks and remote 
control devices will be used to 
assure that the test cars have a 
precision collision with one an- 
other or with the fixed barrier. 

Purpose of the study Is to de- 
termine engineering and physio- 
logical information from which 
automobile design and construc- 
tion revisions to reduce injuries 
may be developed. 

More than 40,000 people are 
killed each year in automobile 
accidents. Experts say that half 
of these deaths could be prevented 
using safety measures already de- 
veloped ?nd other features under 
study. 



Elephant Seals Make 
Record Comeback 

LA JOLLA, Calif.— The popula- 
tion of elephant seals on Guadalupe 
Island, 120 miles off the west coast 
of Baja California, has reached a 
record high of almost 6,000 accord- 
ing to Carl L. Hubbs, professor of 
marine biology at the University 
of California's Scripps Institution 
of Oceanography. 

Once hunted near .extinction, the 
species is now protected by Mexi- 
can law. In 1900 less than 100 were 
noted on the island. In 1030 Hubbs 
and George A. Bartholomew, Jr., 
associate professor of marine zool- 
ogy, University of California, Los 
Angeles, found 4,500 there. 

Hubbs' tally of 6,000 is a prelim- 
inary figure based on a survey of 
the Island made ir. February. The 
final total will be reached when all 
the photographs taken arc studied. 

Hubbs and his party captured a 
1,020-pound male and a 660-pound 
female for the San Diego Zoo. 
Adult males can reach a length of 
over 20 feet, a weight of eight tons.

The Antioch Unit No. 748, Ameri- 
can Legion Auxiliary, will distrib- 
ute poppies this year on Friday and 
Saturday, May 17 and 18, an- 
nounces Mrs. Corrlne Carlucci, Unit 
Poppy chairman. "Every American 
Legion Auxiliary member who Is 
able to serve, has enrolled for Pop- 
py Day duty. We arc also happy 
to receive volunteers from other 
women's organizations, who realize 
that the debt we owe for the free- 
dom we know, calls for repayment 
in everyday service. The women 
of our city are giving a patriotic 
response to the American Legion 
Auxiliary's call for Poppy Day 
workers," Mrs. Carlucci said. 

The -popples which will be worn 
here in Antioch have been made by 
disabled veterans of two World 
Wars and the Korean conflict in 
Illinois hospitals, where the occu- 
pational therapy department recog- 
nizes the poppy work as having 
high therapeutic value for the pa- 
tient and as beneficial employment. 
According to Mrs. Vera Horton, 
president of Unit No. 748, approxi- 
mately 10,000 disabled veterans in 
the State of Illinois have been bus- 
ily engaged in preparing poppies for 
sale on Poppy Day. 

"The eagerness of these men to 
help themselves and their families 
by earning money rather than to 
depend on charitable donations 
awakens the highest admiration," 
Mrs. Horton continued. "The Me- 
morial poppies are replicas of the 
European poppy which grew in pro- 
fusion on the battlefields of France 
and Belgium and has become the 
flower of remembrance for the men 
who poured out their life's blood 
around the roots of the little plant. 
Wearing the little red flower on 
Poppy Day has come to mean hon- 
oring the dead and helping the liv- 
ing. The contributions made on 
Poppy Day not only pay the dis- 
abled veterans who shape the little 
red flower, but forms the chief 
source of support for the vast Re- 
habilitation and Child Welfare pro- 
grams of the American Legion Aux- 
iliary," she said. 

"We Honor the Dead by Serving 
the Living," — Auxiliary prayer for 
May: 

"Heavenly Father, we thank Thee 
for the peace that is ours today. 
We thank Thee for Thy gracious 
goodness to us in time of grief, and 
for Thy abiding love in times of dis- 
tress. May we remember with rev- 
erence the valor of all our departed 
heroes who rest here in America; 
those who rest on foreign soil where 
the poppies bloom, and those whose 
resting place is known but to Thee. 
Teach us to honor the dead by our 
continuous service to the living. 
May we strive to cherish the ideals 
of true Americanism for which 
they gave their last full measure of 
devotion. As the wives, mothers, 
sisters and daughters of those who 
served in war distribute the memor- 
ial poppies for all to wear on Poppy 
Day, may we be reminded of the 
ideals for which our war dead gave 
their lives. Grant that we may 
carefully guard the funds contrib- 
uted on Poppy Day so that we may 
help rehabilitate those who still 
live and for whom the wars have 
not ended. Amen.
